Hobbs, N.M. iUPI) - A 
tru ck driv er disclosed Tu es­ 
day that he has lost — prob­ 
ably to an u n wary thief — an 
oliv e-sized c h u n k of "ex ­ 
tremely dan gerou s” radiu m 
en cased in a 200-pou n d cap­ 
su le of lead. 
Jim Self, 29, the truck driv ­ 
er, was sure a thief to o k it, 
pro bably fo r the l ead, be­ 
cause the capsule was fas­ 
tened inside the truck with 
the do o rs clo sed. 
The capsu le holds 500 mil- 
licu ries of radiu m an d is 
worth $10,000. 
'The radiu m belon ged to 
Fron tier Perforators of Odes­ 
sa, Tex . William Lov elace, 
m a n 
a g e r of the compan y , 
said the radiu m is harmless 
while en cased in the cap- 


posed to the body for a con ­ 
siderable time. 
"The first thin g it wou ld 
cau se is sterility ,” Lov elace 
said. “Then it cou ld cau se 
man y , man y thin gs ju st as 
an y radioactiv e dev ice.” 
The radiu m is u sed in oil 
ex ploration to determin e the 
porosity of the earth. It was 
u sed in an oil field n ear Orla, 
Tex ., an d then was pu t on the 
tru ck to be sen t to Hobbs. 
The New Mex ico Health De­ 
partmen t, which first reported 
the loss, described the radiu m 
as “ex tremely 
dan gerou s,” 
an d warn ed an y on e fin din g it 
to stay away from it an d to 
n otify police, health au thori­ 
ties or the shipper. 
Self said he stopped a cou p­ 
le of times alon g the way , 


a swim in the Pecos Riv er. 
Bu t he is con v in ced that some­ 
on e stole it after he reached 
Hobbs. 
“ Only a co mplete idio t o r 
so meo ne who kno ws a g reat 
deal abo ut it wo uld take the 
radium,” Self said. 
Highway patrolmen , sher­ 
iff’s officers an d the stak e 
health departmen ts in Tex as 
an d New Mex ico were alerted 
to the missin g radiu m. 
Lov elace is almost certain 
that the radiu m was stolen , 
bu t he said a scin tillator will 
be tak en alon g the 110 mile 
rou te from Orla to Hobbs to 
mak e su re it didn ’t fall off 
the tru ck .

If you 
visited any of the public lands of your 
state or your community over the past 
week end, you k now what conditions are. 
There are no decent areas at all in east­ 
ern Nehr&fk a and few, if any, all-around 
good areas in any part of the state.

Ma c milla n Performs Service 


This nation owes thank s to British Prim e 
M inister Macmillan for his timely and rea­ 
soned letter to Nik ita Khrushchev on the 
luhject of resuming arm s control talk s. 
After the collapse of the Summit Con­ 
ference, the demonstrations in Tok yo, the 
misadventure of the U2, the United States 
was not in a position to deal effectively with 
the Russians when they pulled out of the 
arm s control conference. It would only 
have given the Russians another occasion 
to extend its propaganda play. 
But Mr. Macmillan, with admirable poise 
and sense of timing, made it clear in his 
letter that Russia is on untenable ground. 
More as a councilor than an adversary he 
pointed out three significant things. Rus­ 
sia’s puUout came at the juncture when the 
West was about to lay new proposals on 
the table. A refusal to await them cast 
doubt on Russia’s arm control sincerity. 


Another was that Russia’s action work ed 
in reverse in its efforts to divide the West 
and in view of that, continued intransigence 
would be pointless. 
A third was that break ing up confer­ 
ences brings the inevitable conclusion that 
Russia really does not want peaceful co-ex­ 
istence and arm s control, and no amount 
of propaganda to the contrary can pre­ 
vail in the long pull. All of this adds up 
to the most forceful point, which remained 
unexpressed. And that is this: Withdrawal 
from negotiation always leaves a vacuum 
and destroys communication. It is a hope­ 
less condition and one which cannot long 
prevail. Nations may fabricate a diploma­ 
tic vacuum, but world developments con­ 
tinue without regard to it. 
In the end it will be the force of this fact 
w'hich wiU bring the nations back to the 
tabic.

The Fourth of July week end witnessed 
the ground break ing for the last m ajor Ne­ 
brask a reservoir dam in the reclamation of 
the Republican watershed.

Sen. L>mdon Johnson, a rather middle-of- 
the-road Texas Democrat, has quick ened 
the pace of things for the Democratic Na- 
tion^ Convention opening next Monday in 
Los Angeles. This he has done with a last- 
minute announcement of his candidacy for 
the party’s nomination as president. The 
Texan had a weak explanation of why he 
has waited this long to officially enter the 
picture. 
He explained that he could not freely 
seek the nomination while the Senate was 
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m session and he 
served 
as 
majority 
leader. Elxactly why this is so. he failed lo 
explain but the implication is that the two 
objectives seem to represent some con­ 
flict of interest.. But the important thing 
now IS that Johnson has entered and Sen. 
John Kennedy has come under new fire. 
The critics who have been after Kennedy 
in the past few days have traveled a pe­ 
culiar road. They have engaged, obviously, 
in all sorts of behind-the-scenes maneuvers 
to cut Kennedy up politically while trying 
to label him with a boss type of approach 
to the nominating 
convention. In 
other 
words, Johnson and former President Harry 
Truman have used the trick ery but tried to 
pin it on Kennedy. 
Kennedy has been accused of “ rigging” 
the convention while all he has done is 
obtain a public mandate for his nomination 
in every place he has been judged. He has 
consulted the public and has received their 
endorsement while neither Johnson nor 
Sen. Stuart Symington of 
Missouri 
has 
tak en such a chance. This mak es the con­ 
vention about as “ rigged” as 
a football 
game between Ok lahoma and South Dak ota 
State—the Sooners are just a better outfit. 
The Johnson entry and the antics of Tru­ 
man are not lik ely to mak e any substan­ 
tial difference in things, it adds spice to the 
Los Angeles affair but it is generally con­ 
ceded that Kennedy either has the nomi­ 
nation sewed up now on an early ballot 
or will never mak e it. Whether it means 
Kennedy is in or out, Johnson and Tru­ 
man are probably too late now to sub­ 
stantially influence the outcome.
